The news of the death of Mrs. Mor- 
gan Richards, of Steephill Castle, 
came as a painful shock to the inhabi- 
tarts of the district on Wednesday 
morning and cast a gloom over the 
entire town.

The deceased lady attended the Con- 
gregational church as usual on Sun 
day morning and appeared to be 
her usual health, chatting to friends 
with all her wonted  vivacity 
geniality.

day and then shot himself through 


the head. Death was probably in- 
stantaneous. 
The shooting is said to have iol- 


lowed a series of threats Bradbury 
has made since he joined his wife on 
Friday, after an absence of several 
months. According to people in the 
house he had an ungovernable tem- 
per, and probably acted while tem- 
porarily insane. 

His wife Was standing in the kitch- 
en of her home when Bradbury quiet- 
ly entered, and without warning 
fired from behind. The bullet passed 
over her left shoulder, slightly burnt 
her clothing, and went through a 
window. She quickly turned, but not 
in time to prevent him from taking 
his own life. 

Bradbury came from Leicester, 
Eng., last December, worked at the 
shipyard a few months and later was 
booked with Thurston. Last June his 
and three year old daughter 
came to Quincy, and have since made 
here.

This was really the first serious la- 
bor trouble the granite industry of 
Quincy ever had. 

Those who resided in Quincy at that 
time will recall the strenuous times 
during the great lockout. At that 
time the union established a kind of 
co-operative and instead of 
paying money direct to the men they 
were given groceries at cost. 

As a direct result of this lockout 
there was organized the Merrymount 
Granite Co., the organization being 
the work of Mayor Miller. This was 
in 1879, and as all the stockholders 
were locked out. granite cutters, the 
firm was able to continue business. 
Mr. Miller served as president of this 
company for several years. 

In 1885 he formed a co-partnership 
with W. H. Thomas under the firm 
name of Thomas & Miller, and started 
the present manufacturing plant in 
Quincy, the firm doing a very large re- 
tail business all over the country. 

In 1900 Mr. Thomas retired from 
the firm since which time it has been 
carried cn by Mr. Miller. In 1893 he 
was elected by the Granite Manufac- 
turers association of which he had 
then become a member to go to the 
World's fair at Chicago, and settle a 
controversy there with the judges.

operates an electric generator located 
just back of the driver’s seat. The 
electricity thus generated operates the 
two motors attached to the front 
wheel there is a motor fully as power- 
ful as those attached to the axles 
of an electric car, and it is these mo- 
tors that drive the tractor. 

The faster the engine runs therefore 
the more power is generated, and the 
motors attached to the front axle are 
governed with a controller similar to 
those used on an electric car, al- 
though in this case the controller is 
atiached to the steering wheel. 

In automobiles and auto trucks it 
is no uncommon thing to stall the 
engine. but in the case with the 
tractor it is impossible to stall the 
engine. 

Since the apparatus arrived a week 
ago it has been given every test pos- 
sible. One of the hardest tests per- 
haps being that on Highland avenue 
at Wollaston. The steamer started 
down the steep hill and when half way 
down, Mayor Whiton who was watch- 
ing the trial held up his hand and the 
apparatus came to a dead stop half 
way down the hill.

NEW INDUSTRY, 


The chances are that the near fu- 
ture will see another large industry 
established in Quincy. This time it 
will be a concern for the manufacture 
ot rubber goods. 

The proposition of the company 
which is owned by A. A, MacLaren of 
Hyde Park was brought up before the 
Board of Trade at its meeting last 
week. Evidently the proposition has 
been idecepted, and the capital desired 
has been secured, for Mr. MacLaren 
has filed an application with the In- 
spector of Buildings for a permit to 
erect a manufacturing building. 

The site of the proposed manufac- 
turing building is on Linden street, 
just off Hancock street and near 
the bridge over the railroad tracks at 
the Atlantic depot. It is understood 
that the company has secured about 
two acres of land and it is so situated 
that it can readily be connected with 
the railroad by a spur track. 

The application filed calls for a 
main building two stories high to be 
of brick 50 by SO feet with an L 29 by 
30 feet, the cost of the building being 
estimated from $12,000 to $15,000. 
The architect of the building is John 
O. DeWolfe of Boston, and it is under- 
stood that the contract has already 
been let and that work on the founda- 
tion will be commenced this week.

Never before did Quincy give a can- 
didate for Governor as many votes as 
she gave Samuel W. McCall, the Re- 
publican, on Tuesday, who had a 
grand total of 2,570. The previous 
high water mark was in 1911 when 
Frothingham received 2,502. In 
Foss’ first year his combined vote was 
2,438. Draper was given 2,393 one 
year and 2,302 another, when there 
were no Progressives in the field. 

The Democratic vote has been 
larger twice before; in 1904 when 
Douglas was elected, and in 1910 when 
Foss was elected. 

Last year Bird, the Progressive led 
Quincy with a total of 1841, but this 
year Walker had but 452, a slump of 
1389 votes. 

The Republicans made a gain of 
1550 votes, and the Democrats a gain 
of 418. For Lieutenant Governor 
they made even a better showing. 

McCall carried eight of the twelve 
precincts in the city, was tied in an 
other and lost but three precincts, 
those in Ward Four, and precinct two 
of Ward Two. 

Governor-clect Walsh carried two 
wards of the city, and McCall the 
other four. McCall received his 
largest votes-in wards Five and One; 
Walsh received his largest in Wards 
Four and One; and Walker his larg- 
est in Wards Five and Six. In the 
entire city there were 103 blanks or 
defective votes for Governor, but only 
two in Ward Five. 

Quincy gave pluralities to all the 
Republican candidates except Howard 
for Congress. Had Howard received 
the average plurality given the other 
Republican candidates he would have 
been elected.

FOURTEENTH DISTRICT. 

These are the totals of the Four- 
teenth district for Congressman, and 
it will be seen that Olney, the Demo- 
cratic candidate, wins by a_ plurality 
of 720. 

An analysis of the vote makes an in- 
teresting study. For instance, Quin- 
cy, as Was predicted, was carried by 
Kineaide, but Brockton the home 
town of Howard, the Republican can 
Gidate, was carried by Olney, the 
Democratic candidate. 

It will be noticed that Quincy and 
East Bridgewater were the only places 
in the district carried by Kincaide. 
On the other hand Howard the Repub- 
lican candidate carried Braintree, 
Foxboro, Holbrook, Milton, Sharon, 
Stoughton, West Bridgewater, West- 
wood and Weymouth. It was a very 
flattering vote Kincaide received in 
Brockton, Whitman, Braintree, and 
Abington, in fact in the whole dis- 
trict. It was not a vote for a Pro- 
sressive but for Col. Kineaide as a 
man and a live wire. 

It might also Le added that the en- 
trance of a Progressive into the con- 
test resulted in the election of a Demo 
crat as was the case two years ago.

The report of the superintendent, 
Miss Hill was most interesting, and 
showed in detail the work of the hos- 
pital. She reported that the number 
of patients in the hospital Aug. 1 as 
Since then up to Oct. 31, the num- 
ber admited was 230, making a total 
262. She also reported that the 
total admitted since January 1, was 
707. Carrying out the same ratio for 
the remainder of the year it would 
mean a total for the year of 850. This 
is nearly double the number admitted 
during the year 1912, and shows how 
fast the hospital is growing and how 
its service is being recognized. 

Of the total to Oct. 31, 127 were 
males and 135 females. Of this num- 
ber 171 were surgical cases, 46 medt- 
cal, 23 obstetrical, infants born 22. 
Of the total admitted, 40 were dis- 
charged well, 162 were relieved, 5 not 
relieved, 13 died and on Nov. 1, 42 re- 
mained at the hospital. * The daily 
average was 35. 

In the minds of many doubtless 
there is some doubt as to the meaning 
of the report “relieved.” It 
that while patients in some cases are 
practically well, their wounds, in 
case of a surgical operation, are not 
fully healed up, so that they can not 
be called well, but are classed as re- 
lieved. No patient is called well un- 
less at the time of his or her dis- 
charge, they are absolutely well. 
Miss Hill also reported that at the 
meeting of the Hospital Aid society it 
was voted to provide decorations for 
the Christmas season at the Hospital.

A new trial in the suit of the South- 
ern Pacific Co., against the Fore River 
Shipbuilding Corporation for breach 
of guarantee as to the speed and coal 
consumption of the steamship Creole 
has been ordered by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 

The ship was built by the defendant 
for the plaintiff for service between 
New York and New Orleans. The 
decision is based on an erroneous in- 
terpretation of the guarantee of the 
lower court, especially that part pro- 
viding for the management of the 
steamship during the trial trip. 

The Creole failed to develop the 16 
knots an hour speed guaranteed and 
the defendant corporation contends 
the steamship was never given a fair 
trial in accordance ‘with the guaraniee 
terms. 

The Court of Appeals, on the ques- 
tion of damages, declared it could see 
no reason why the cost of installing 
new engines following the trials, en-|

If one parent was 
feeble-minded because of accident it 
would not follow that the children 
would be. Where one parent was 
feeble-minded and the other normal 
the children would be half and half. 
There was no reason why 
could not marry if there was no in-

heritance of feeble-mindedness = in 
heir ancestors. Sometimes it skipped 
a generation. Dr. Fernald showed 


that our forbears had a hand in shap- 
ing our destiny. 

A feeble-minded child is always a 
baby mentally but grows up physical- 
ly. Is easily led; has no fear of pun- 
ishment, has no respect for the rights 
of others and is a problem to handle 
rightly. Girls especially lack reserve, 
are easily led astray and are a men- 
sce to the community. 

It is not a theory, but a fact that 60 
percent in the prisons are _ feeble- 
minded and cannot get a living, but 
live off society. When discharged 
from prison what happens? They are 
soon arrested again because they are 
feeble-minded but the question of car- 
ing for them is not solved. 

Out of 300 white slave cases ex- 
amined, over half were feeble-minded, 
and only 6 were found of good minds. 
rhe others were found to be incapable 
of self-support. Low wages, etc., were 
not at fault but feeble-mindedness. 
These cases should not be treated as 
criminals but as defective delinquents 
who are not responsible and should be 
permanently taken out of the com- 
munity to erradicate the evil. 
Marriage was important and not to 
be entered into lightly. In ten years 
views had changed and physical fit- 
ness Was now considered. It was vi- 
tal to teach the young the import 
ance of efficiency. It should be taught 
in colleges and high schools as young 
people have the right to this informa- 


tion. Marriage is not for all. Certain 
ndividuals and families should not

Mr. Rourke said it was one of the 
greatest engineering feats in the 
world because of its magnitude and 
because it was successfully an hon 
estly carried through by United States 
money a a government job; second 
because it brought the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts of the United States 
8000 miles nearer each other; third 
because it changed the trade lines of 
the world 
He spoke of early attempts to dig 
this canal and told why they failed 
But the most interesting part of the 
lecture told of the problems and how 
the obstacles were overcome. How 
yellow fever had been stamped out. 
and the canal zone made more healthy 
than Boston. No particular race had 
any monopoly on what had been ac- 
complished, 

He told why it was not practical 
te build a sea level canal, Feeding 
of 100,000 or more people at Panama 
Wis a problem, but the government 
looked to New York for supplies and 
was able to sell meat cheaper there 
than it is sold in Boston. Housing 
Was another problem, but that also 
was handled satisfactorily. Those i 
charge demanded efficiency, and those 
not willing or able were shipped home 
Several times in the lecture Mr. 
Rourke referred to the steamers that 


sailed every five days. At Panama 


rules were made to be enforced. 
Mr. Rourke contended that the Uni- 


ted States should strengly fortify the 
canal ,and have soldiers on duty all 
the time The canal had cost the 
people of the United States about $4 
per capita, but the new trade routes 


will compete with the railroad and 
the people will benefit in cheaper su- 


gar and other necessities. 


At the close, questions were an- 


swered, and then Mr. Rourke was 
given a rising vote of thanks.

CUMMITIEE MEETING. 


SCHOOL 


One of the most important steps | 
toward relieving the crowded condi-' 
tion of the High school, as well as to! 
provide so that it will not be neces- 
sary to erect an additional High! 
school building for several years, Was | 
outlined in a report made to the 
School Committee on Tuesday even- 
ing by Supt. Barbour. 

The step proposed while being ne 
to Quincy, has been tried in a number 
of cities throughout the United States 
and has proved to be a wise move. In 
brief, it proposes that in any new 
buildings erected to provide accommo- 
dations so that the first year pupils 
at the High school, known as the 
ninth grade shall have a year’s in- 
struction at the grammar school5 so 
that when they enter the High school, 
they will be the same as the present 
second year pupils. In other words 
it will relieve the High school of what 
is known as its freshman class. In 
his report Supt. Barbour says: 

“The High school has reached its 
utmost limit so far as accommodating 
more pupils is concerned. ‘There is 
every prospect, judging from recent 
experience, that the nuinber of pupils 
seeking entrance to the High school 
will increase each year from 25 to 75 
pupils over the preceding year. There 
is every prospect moreover, that in 
another two years the city, in order 
to take off its elementary school 
growth, will find it necessary to build 
two new buildings, one at the Bigelow 
Park and the other at Norfolk Downs, 


each being fairly central to several 
other buildings. 
“I would recommend that such 


buildings be of a size sufficiently large 
fo that in each school there may be 
organized a junior High school, 
called, which will carry pupils 
through the ninth grade of school life, 
leaving the other three years work to 
be done in the present central High 
school. 

“The material effect of this proced- 
ure will be to relieve the High school 
situation, so that no additional High 
school building will be needed for a 
number of years. 

“The educational effect will be as 
follows: To provide a greater degree 
of differential studies. To provide for 
certain vocational and pre-vocational 
To provide earlier, subjects 
needed by those who are 

complete a full High 
To retain pupils long- 
er in school. To provide better, both 
for the dull and for the bright pupils. 

“I would further advise in each 
building there be provided one or two 

air-rooms for pupils who will 
profit by being instructed under such 
treatment. Also that in each building 
there be one or two small rooms in 
which may be organized classes for 
or backward children.” 

Supt. Barbour further recommended 
that only such building plans be ap- 
proved hereafter as might be readily 
enlarged without injury to the ap- 
pearance of the building.

Many who read the call for the 
special meeting of the City Council 
Monday evening have been asking 
why the city should petition the leg- 
islature to appropriate $75,000 for 
widening the Fore River channel and 
for authority for the city to raise 
$10,000 for the same purpose. 

It appears that Col. Craighill, the 
United States District officer ai Bos- 
ton is obliged to make his report to 
Washington on the matter of widening 
Fore River channel to a width of 300 
feet and dredge it to a depth of 24 
feet in ten days. It is most desirable 
that authorities at Washington 
should be given to understand that 
the city, state and Fore River Corp., 
are willing to co-operate in the work 
of widening and deepening the chan- 
nel. 


the 


The appropriations above men- 
tioned together, with an appropria- 
tion of $15,000 to be made by the 


Fore River Corp., are continegnt upon 
the United States making an approp- 
riation for this work and if the gov- 
ernment refuses to make such an ap- 
propriation then the appropriations 
referred to by the city state and Fore 
River will not be expended. 

It is perhaps not generally under- 
stood that the Fore River Corp. was 
unable to get one of the big battle- 
ships just awarded by the govern- 
ment for the reason that the com- 
pany was obliged to add to its bid the 
sum of $200,000 which it would have 
to expend in dredging the channel in 
order that the vessel could be taken 
out. The company therefore lost a 
contract of $7,000,000 fully fifty per- 
cent of which would have been paid 
out in wages to employees at the 
plant. 

The original estimate for the work 
of widening and deepening the chan- 


nel was $385,000. This was on a 
width of 400 feet. The plan now 
however is for a width of 300 feet 


which would make the expense some 
less. 

The Boston Maritime association, 
the Massachusetts Real Estate Ex- 
change and the Maritime Committee 
of the Boston Chamber of Commerce 
are ready to further the matter, when 
it reaches the legislature. 

It is well understood that the Fore 
River Corp. is not now in position to 
undertake extensive repairs on any of 
the large battleships for the reason 
that they must be lighted before they 
can be taken to the plant. With a 
wide and deep channel, as proposed, 
it would be possible for the company 
to get much of this large repair work.

In connection with the Houghs Neck 
church Rey. Fr. Coan bought the fa- 
mous Red Lion cottages a few years 
ago as a Summer residence for the 
priests of the parish. In June, 1913, 
he arranged for the golden jubilee of 
St. John’s parish, which was a mem- 
orable event, At the same time he 
celebrated the 25th anniversary of his 
ordination and the 10th anniversary 
of his appointment as pastor of the 


parish. In anticipation of the jubilee 
service the church was entirely re- 
frescoed and memorial colored win- 


dows were installed. 

Rev. Fr. Coan was chaplain of Quin- 
cy Council, Knights of Columbus. He 
is survived by his mother, who made 
her home with him.

POTTED PLANTS, 


Many lovers of flowers who have 
not the time to bother with an ondeer 
keeping a number 
of potted plants in the living room in 
the winter. Some, in fact, have 
turned a bay window into a conserva- 
tory or winter garden merely by an 
attractive arrangement of plants in 
separate pots. When a window-box 
is filled, the plants must be of the 
same general character to be success- 
ful, but if one’s winter garden is made 
up of plants in separate pots a greater 
variety may be kept, as each plant 
may receive different treatment in the 
matter of light, watering, soil, etc., 
and palms, rubber plants, and cacti, 
which call for special handling, may 
be added. 

Those who do not have gardens 
would do better to get potting soil of 
the’ nearest florist for their potted 
plants. 300d potting soil may be 
prepared at home but it usually 
takes considerable and = fore- 
thought. Those willing to take the 
trouble may prepare it by using one 
part compost, one part good loam’ and 
one part sand. The compost should 
manure and good turf rotted 
together for a year and turned two 
or three times in the interim.

No matter 
how low a man may fall he is some- 
body’s son. If itis a man or boy 
against the saloon there is no place 
except on the side of No. 


‘He appealed to the young men, who 
perhaps were voting on Tuesday for 
the first time, to look upon the ques- 
tion from a higher standard. There 
Was no question but that the saloon 
was a curse to our political life. No 
city so degrades women as_ that in 
which there is the licensed saloon 
No-License makes a better America. 
and a better city. We can not have a 
better city while at the root is the 
blasting influence of the saloon. God 
save us from the damnable business 
known as the saloon. 

Harry Marr speaking from the 
workingmen’s side of the question 
said that while not an absolute tee- 
totaler he was against licensing the 
saloon in our city. He spoke of a city 
where he had once resided where in a 
street a mile and a quarter long there 
were 135 licenses saloons. He also 
spoke of the debauching scenes in 
that town and believed that the 
author of “Ten Nights in a Bar 
Room” must have obtained his ma- 
terial from that town. 

We find the saloon not in the resi- 
dential sections, but in the places 
where men are employed. We want 
to keep them out of our city. He be- 
lieved that it would be money well in- 
vested if the city would provide 
amusement for three months of a 
year for the men who live in board- 
ing houses and who have no place to 
go after their days work but to places 
where there are rum shops. Provide 
amusement for these men and keep 
them away from temptation. 

Prof. John A. Nichols was the last 
speaker who said that he was glad to 
come to Quincy which for thirty years 
had been against the saloon. He had 
travelled for twenty years all over the 
world in the interest of No-License. 
Yon are to decide on Tuesday if you 
will go into partnership with the 
saloon. You want to consider well, if 
it is a good business proposition. To 
consider what benefit is to be de- 
rived from such partnership. If it 
will benefit the homes and the kind 
of business it does. Consider that it 
makes millionaires at one end of the 
chain and paupers at the other end 
Men begin at the top and go to the 
bottom where the saloon is. You who 
have bdys and girls, do you want any 
business that will pull them down? 
Such a business ought to die and we 
should vote to bury it. The saloon 
has no place in any community where 
there is childhood. It is impossible to 
have a saloon and not hurt somebody. 
It has always been a nuisance, and 
not a good business proposition. 

It is a dangerous destructive force. 
From the report of the Secretary of 
State we find that the income from 
licensed saloons last year was $3,000,- 
000 and from the report of the special 
commission that the expense was 
$10,000,000. Wherever you find a 
dramshop there you will find poverty. 
It makes it easy to do wrong. In 
closing he appealed to the young men 
to vote to keep the city clean from the 
saloon.

REBUILD STREETS IN SPRING. ELKS MEMORIAL 


It is doubtful if work rebuilding 
Hancock street between Granite 
street and School street will be un- 
dertaken this year, and it will proba- 
blv be early spring before active work 
can begin. This was the answer mads 
by Mayor Whiton this morning when 
asked when work was to be com- 
menced rebuilding the street. 

The Mayor said that before the city 
undertook to do any work it would 
be necessary to move the street car 
tracks, and that there were two rea- 
sons why the street railway did not 
desire to commence work at this time, 
unless it were absolutely necessary. 
One of the reasons was a financial 
one, and the second was that the sea- 
son Was now so late that the expense 
would be greatly increased in opening 
the ground when it was full of frost. 

The Mayor also said in regard to

Miss Beard said that although visit- 
ing nursing had been established 
about 30 years in Boston it was only 
in recent years that the need was un- 
derstood of. preventive work. Tuber- 
culosis, infant mortality and school 
work were comparatively new. As 
well as looking after the sick it was 
important to teach sanitation and 
health. To go into the homes, factory 
and sheps and start at the beginning 
if public health was desired. To talk 
and do rather than distribute tracts. 

New York City appropriates $30,- 
000 yearly for preventive work among 
school children and all large towns 
were seeing the importance of the 
work. If a doctor sends a child home 
for treatment a nurse follows mp the 
case, establishing a friendly relation- 
ship with the family. 

Prenatal nursing was becoming an 
important factor in public health. 

Miss Beard spoke from notes and 
gave a very comprehensive idea of 
the work in Boston, showing it to be 
an important factor in public health 
and social work of the city and 
equally important in large towns and 
conzested districts, especially among 
the foreigners. 

In a few words Miss Jenny M. Pur- 
chase, secretary of the Quincy Asso- 
ciated Charities told how the visiting 
nurse and social worker overlapped, 
or rather how they co-operated. While 
the nurse looked after the sick the 
social worker looked for the cause. 
If there was no nourishing food for 
the patient, or coal, the social work- 
er not only supplied the need but in- 
vestigated. iIf the head of family was 
ill from cause or just lazy he was ad- 
vised and helped to become a provider 
rather than a drain on his family.

PROTEST TO STREET RAILWAY. 


Chief Faxon Billings of the fire de- 
partment has lodged a_ protest with 
Mayor Joseph L. Whiton against the 
enforcement of the transportation 
order of the Bay State Street Railway 
which makes it necessary for firemen 
in uniform to pay their fares whe 
net responding to a fire.

Heretofore firemen have never been 
obliged to pay their fares but with 
the new rules came orders to collect 
a fare from every passenger. The 
employees tickets are accepted in lieu 
of cash fares. The law says that a 
fireman on his way to or returning 
from a fire can ride without paying 
a fare.

WOLLASTON UNITARIAN CLUB. 
‘Advancing the plan for local credit 
unions as an effective means of com- 
batting the prevalent loan shark evil, 
William J. Stanton, general manager 
of the Massachusetts Credit union, de- 
livered an address on, “The state’s 
fight against the loan shark,” at the 
monthly meeting of the Wollaston 
Unitarian club, Tuesday evening. 

In the course of his remarks he de- 
clared that, while he had implicit con- 
fidence in the present incumbent, he 
believed that the power of the Com- 
missioner of Small Loans should ‘be 


curtailed by amendment to the 
statutes. ‘ 
“The present law,” he said, “leaves 


a loophole in allowing the commis- 
sioner at his discretion to permit loan 
agencies to charge more than the rate 
of one per cent a month. No reput- 
able concern needs to charge from 45 
to 60 per cent per annum. 

“Regulation, registration reduction 
in rate of interest and the provision 
for penalties have failed to stamp out 
the loan shark and the financial 
slavery which follows.” 

Mr. Stanton cited the case of a man 
with a $144 debt who, in 12 months 
had paid a loan company $144 and still 
owed $125. “It was to free the hon- 
est man from such exactions as this” 
he said, “that the credit union system 
was started. 

“First instituted in Germany this 
which makes ‘capitaliza- 
tion of character’ its war cry, has 
spread to this country. In 1910 the 
employes of ‘Farm and Home,’ Spring- 
field, organized the first. credit union 
in Massachusetts. 

“The system tends toward the pro- 
motion of thrift and thrift in borrow- 
ing is as important as thrift in sav- 
It is co-operation carried to the

ing.

“To belong to a credit union a per- 
son must buy at least one share, gen- 
erally at five dollars each, either in 
cash or installments. There is a sav- 
ings department open to members 
only. 

“In the loan department any mem- 
per may apply for a loan. To qualify 
he must pass a credit committee 
which inquires concerning the amount 
wanted, how he intends to pay it back, 
what surety there is and what he 
wants it for. Interest up to one per 
cent a month is charged. 

“The average credit union has a 
board of directors, a credit com- 
mittee and a supervisory committee, 
all elected by the members. 

“Besides offering its members an 
opportunity for small borrowing with- 
out collateral the credit union is a 
good investment, paying as much or 
more on its deposits, and more on its 
vings bank. There

Then we will be 
iu a position to foster and aid new 
industries, Let us have some other 
method than to jump on the other fel- 
low and soak him.”

Votes for Lowe Lot for Schoolhouse. | Municipal racine. Tree Promises|By Gifts to Two of Quincy’s Best 


The order for the purchase of the 
so-called Lowe lot for a schoo) site in 
Ward Two, which met its Waterloo a 
week ago, was taken from the table at 
Monday night’s meeting and pussed 
with but one vote in opposition. 

Councilman Griffin had the order 
taken from the table. 

Councilman Ross briefly stated that 
the question of a school lot in the 
Ward Two district had caused much 
discussion. The School Committee 
had favored the so called Swithin lot. 
Six of the Council had stood out 
against the Lowe lot. The councilman 
said he had previously expressed him- 
self in regard to the lot and he felt the 
same as before but he also felt that it 
would be a long time before the six 
could get ten more with them. In 
the interest of the district he said he 
felt that the question ought to be set- 
tled, and rather than have the matter 
held up for a year or more and incon- 
venience the people of Ward Two he 
said he should vote for the order, al- 
though he still felt that the Swithin 
lot was the best. “I shall give way in 
favor of the people of the Point dis- 
trict and I hope that the others will do 
the same. 

Councilman Griffin said that he was 
pleased to see the councilman take 
the stand that he did in the matter. 
We felt that he had acted sincerely 
and that the interests of the schools 
were paramount to everything else. 

Councilman Gelotte said he did not 
favor the Lowe lot. He believed it to 
be the most expensive, claiming that 
un appropriation would have to be 
iwmade for a new street. 

The order was then put on its final 
passage and was passed by a vote of 
20 yes and one no. Councilman Ge- 
lotte voting no. 

At the session of the council a 
week ago the following six members 
voted against the Lowe lot: Corcoran, 
Craig, Ericson, Gelotte, Ross, Thomp- 
son. 

The order increasing the salary of 
the permanent firemen was reported 
favorably by the finance committee 
but the order was killed on its final 
passage by a vote of 13 no and 8 yes 
as follows:

GOLDSTEIN TO LECTURE. 


TWO TORPEDO BOATS. 


To be Built at the Fore River Yard. 


Secretary Daniels has awarded the 
Fore River Shipbuilding corporation 
contract for two torpedo-boat des- 
troyers, bids for which were opened 
some days ago. The Quincy Corpor- 
ation submitted the lowest bids for 
two of the six destroyers, the bids 
being $795,000 each. 

There was some fear that the sec- 
retary of the Navy would not award 
the Fore River Company the contrac: 
but would allow the navy yard’ to 
construct the ships. Mayor Curley 
of Boston visited Washington to urge 
that in view of the conditions of un- 
employment at Atlantic ports of en- 
try there would be no justification in 
making the award elsewhere. 

When asked this morning, if the 
awarding of the contract to the Fore 
River Corp. for two destroyers, meant 
the employment of more men. Sec. 
MacQuarrie, said: 

“The securing of a government con- 
tract for two torpedo boat destroyers 
means employment for the present 
working force of the company rather 
than the employment of new men. We 
have put on something like 500 men 
since the low point last September. 
We now have a working force of 
about 3.500 men and these contracts 
will keep these amen employed for az 
least two years.” 

When asked if more men would be 
employed Sec. MacQuarrie said: 
“Possibly there may be a few added 
but no great number.” Prelimin- 
ary work in the drafting room was 
commenced as soon as the bids were 
opened and it was seen that we were 
the low bidder. Active work how- 
ever on the ships themselves will not 
commence until we get the letter con- 
taining the order. Then the materia) 
will be ordered and active work will 
be commenced.” 

The letter is expected today or to- 
morrow. The corporation was not- 
ified of the award by telephone Sat- 
urday night. 

There are six destroyers to be 
built. The Bath Iron works bid 
$800,000 each for two vessels and the 
Cramps shipbuilding company 
$820,000 for one vessel. The sixth 
vessel will be built at the Mare Is- 
land navy yard, which submitted a: 
estimate of $626,487 and will be the 
first of this class of vessels to be built 
at a navy yard. 

Recently many loads of steel have 
been landed at the yards, coming dl- 
rectly by rail from Bethlehem. It was 
rumored however that this steel was 
for submarines for foreign powers. 
This rumor however has been em- 
phatically denied, 

That the Fore River Corp had con- 
siderable work in prospect however 
was evident by the preparations tha: 
have been going on at the plant for 
some weeks. Permits have been Is 
sued by the inspector of buildings for 
several new buildings, known as store 
houses, as well as permits for the 
moving and alteration of other buila- 
ings. 


SHOULD COMPLETE BOULEVARD. 


Mayor Curley, of Boston, has reques- 
ted the Governor to confer with the 
park commission and recommend to: 
the legislature the appropriation of 
enough money to proceed with the 
work on the proposed boulevard ex- 
tension from the South Boston strand- 
way to the Quincy Shore Boulevard. 
The Metropolitan Park Commission, it 
is understood, is ready to go ahead 
with the work which will bring the 
boulevard up to the Neponset river. 

‘The question of a new bridge across 
the Neponset river to connect the 
boulevard with the Quincy end of the 
shore drive has been before the legis- 
lature several years, and it is prob- 
able that the bill may be passed the 
coming year. The latest plan is un- 
derstood to be that the proposed dou- 
levard bridge shall also contain a traf- 
fic side and do away with the present 
wooden structure between Quincy and 
Neponset.

FIRE DRILLS IN SCHOOLS. 


‘Petitions advocating the suspension 
of fire drills in schools during the 
winter months are being circulated 
throughout the Wollaston district and 
it is said they are ‘being generally 
signed. The originators intend to 
present them to the school committee 
in the near future. The matter al- 
though brought up at a recent meet- 
ing of the Wollaston school Parent- 
Teachers association was not dis- 
cussed. 

‘Those circulating the petition be- 
lieve the sudden exposure of children 
to the weather without outer wraps 
endangers health and that pupils 
should go to the basement in a drill 
instead of to the yard. Others say 
sufficient time should be allowed for 
outer clothing. 

Both recommendations are imprac- 
ticable the school authorities say be- 
cause they might unconsciously 
create a habit which might result 
either in children going to the basc- 
ment at the wrong time or in the ut- 
most confusion. 

Fire drills are held regularly in all 
schools of the city regardless of 
weather conditions and the best of 
discipline has developed. It is safe to 
say that in case fire was discovered in 
any school the entire student body 
would be out of doors in about three 
minutes. 

The school authorities if the peti- 
tion is presented, may rule that chil- 
dren when drilling need go only as 
far as the exits.

He re- 
turns to Lady Venus. Three days 
thereafter the rod puts on green 


Tannhauser. 

This old legend can be traced ‘back | 
to the 14th century and belongs to the 
age of paganism. As woven into the | 
opera it was interestingly interpreted 
by Mr. Hubbard.

That the efficiency of the fire de- 
partment has been greatly reduced 
through the failure of the auto chemi- 
cal at Atlantic to meet expectations 
became generally known Wednesday 
although the city officiaks have been 
aware of it for some time. 

Mayor Whiton when asked about the 
situation said the machine has _ not} 
given as good service as promised. 

According to official information the 
main trouble with the apparatus is 
that it balks, the engine failing to de- 
velop enough power to make a speedy 
response to alarms and in some cases 
working in such fashion that the ap- 
paratus can not even be started. 

This condition was brought home 
to many of the citizens when they 
learned that over 15 minutes re- 
quired to respond to the midnight fire 
in the Wardwell alleys in Kincaide 
equare a week ago. Just what steps 
will be taken has not been stated. but, 
it is probable that a new engine will 
have to be installed.
